Flung Around News 
Or Retreat In Korea

TOKYO— (ZP) —Censorship is 
throwing a black curtain around 
news of the tremendous pullback 
of United Nations forces in Korea. 
Field censors have clipped large 
chunks out of dispatches on the 
grounds of military security. Some 
Associated Press stories have ar­ 
rived in Tokyo minus their first 
and most important paragraph. 
Dispatches Junked 
Correspondents are not permit­ 
ted to use the word “retreat” in 
connection with the pullback. Se­ 
curity officers in Tokyo say this 
is a planned and 
orderly with­ 
drawal—not a retreat in the face 
of 
Red 
China’s 
overwhelming 
manpower. 
(Webster’s unabridged diction­ 
ary says “x x x a retreat is pro­ 
perly an orderly march, in which 
circumstances it differs from a 
flight, rout, etc.”) 
A field dispatch from A. P. Cor­ 
respondent 
Tom 
Lambert 
was 
completely junked by censors here 
because it dealt with what Ameri­ 
can troops are thinking in the pull­ 
back. 
Lambert’s and other field dis­ 
patches show the soldiers know 
they are in retreat.

Tn Tokyo 
correspondents

voluntarily submit their material 
to a “press 
advisory 
division,” 
then transmit it over uncontrolled 
telegraph and telephone channels. 
There is a minimum of delay and 
.security officers have been willing 
to discuss disputed

with 
newsmen. 
Censorship was applied in the 
field less than three weeks ago af­ 
ter Army officials said the compe­ 
tition for news had 
produced 
a

violations. 
Since then the only case of this 
sort has been what officers term­ 
ed premature disclosure

withdrawal from Seoul.

U. S. EIGHTH ARMY HEAD­ 
QUARTERS, Korea—(/P)—This U. 
N. command announced today war 
correspondents violating censor­ 
ship regulations will be subject to 
expulsion or trial by court martial. 
The announcement said such ac­ 
tion would be taken in 
extreme 
cases “where investigation proves 
that the circumstances warrant.” 
The Eighth Army’s announce­ 
ment was accompanied by a list of 
specific regulations by which cen­ 
sorship in Korea now will operate. 
Some of the points were covered in 
previous directives. 
Correspondents “may bo subject 
to disciplinary action because of 
intentional violation of these and 
other regulations, either in letter 
or in spirit,” the 
announcement 
added. 
Hidden Meanings Barred 
It said also that 
a 
newsman 
“will be suspended from all privi­ 
leges for the distortion of his dis­ 
patches in the office of the publi­ 
cation which he represents.” 
The Eighth Army said also it 
would suspend correspondents “for 
the use of words or expressions 
conveying a hidden meaning which 
would tend to mislead or dccieve 
the censors.” 
The newly-formed press securi­ 
ty division will scrutinize for se­ 
tae >• .al n e w* stork... I. gin J ..O 
in Korea, the announcement said. 
The division will notify a corres­ 
pondent of any security breach so 
that lie may change his story or 
hold it until security no longer is 
involved.

Chances Not Bright 
Many of the members hold pri­ 
vately, however, that the seaway 
doesn’t appear to have any better 
chance in the new Congress than 
in its predecessors.

project 
has been up for 
consideration 
on 
Capitol Hill in 
some form for almost a half cen­ 
tury. 
There has been some talk that 
President Truman has authority 
under the defense production act 
passed last September to go ahead 
with the project without further 
congressional action, but there is 
no real expectation he 
will 
do 
this. 
The basic argument for the sea­ 
way revolves around .shipment of 
iron ore on the lakes. The great 
source of supply now is the Mes- 
abi 
range 
in Minnesota at the 1 
western end of Lake Superior. 
This range has supplied a high I 
percentage of the nation’s 
iron I 
ore for decades. But it now is a p - I 
preaching exhaustion and the rate j 
of depletion will climb in a dc- I 
fense or war economy. 
The 
best replacement sources j 
appear to be in 
Labrador 
and j 
Venezuela, where development of j 
tremendous ore bodies has start- ! 
ed. 
Tonnage Toll Proposed 
Completion of the seaway would 
make it possible 
to 
ship 
ore ' 
cheaply and efficiently from these i 
sources to the present steel mills 
; in western 
Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, 
I Michigan, Indiana and Illinois. 
Proponents of the seaway ar­ 
gue that one of two things will 
happen when the Mcsabi ore is 
gone and if the 
St. 
Lawrence 
project is not built: 
I. The steel industry will move 
out of the Middle West to the A t­ 
lantic seaboard to be near ports 
where foreign ore can be receiv­ 
ed. This would make it more vul-

Slated For Defeat 
WASHINGTON — (ZP) — Con­ 
gressional leaders today foresaw 
almost sure defeat for nearly any 
out-and-out “fair deal” measures 
on which President Truman de­ 
cides to push for action this year. 
They xveren’t saying so public­ 
ly, but in private they saw little 
chance tor enactment of Mr. Tru­ 
man’s 
pet 
domestic 
proposals. 
They gave the best chance to his 
request for federal training for 
doctors and nurses and 
govern­ 
ment help to the schools. 
Mr. Tinman himself, 
in 
Jiis 
message to 
Congress 
yesterday, 
did not even mention his previous 
urgent demands for repeal of the 
Taft-Ilartley labor relations law, 
or his past endorsements of the 
so-called 
Brannan 
Farm 
Aid 
plan. 
He did ask tor “ improvement of 
our labor laws” and 
“improve­ 
ment of our agricultural laxxs to 
help obtain the kinds 
of 
farm 
products xxe need for the defense 
effort.” 
In equally mild language, Kir. 
Truman renewed appeals for civil 
rights laws against racial 
dis­ 
crimination aud for a compulsory 
health insurance program. 
Even 
loyal administration leaders 
de- 
sci ibed these as certain casualties 
iii this Congress -as they xvere in 
the last one. 
Tho President called for more 
liberal unemployment compensa­ 
tion and old age benefits than the 
81st Congee s provided— and again 
key Democrats conceded they had 
virtually no hope 
the 
requests 
would be approved

Associated Press Correspondent 
Stan Swinton reported from Fifth 
Air Force headquarters that the 
order was provoked by the Reds’ 
persistent use of civilian clothing 
to camouflage their troops. 
Pilots spotted 4,000 Reds chang­ 
ing Monday from uniform to peas-* 
ant clothing. 
A Red patrol attacked two allied 
companies early Tuesday 13 miles 
southeast of Osan. Red mortar fire

I 14 miles southeast, of Osan. Allied 
forces drove off the Red patrol.

May Be One Item 
WASHINGTON— (ZP) —Presi­ 
dent Truman said today the nation 
must be taxed “until it hurts” to 
arm the free world against the 
menace of Communist aggression. 
Secretary of the Treasury Sny­ 
der, it was learned, believes that 
despite widespread recommenda­ 
tions for “pay-as-you-go” financ­ 
ing, taxation steep enough to pay 
out of hand for the huge re-arm a­ 
ment effort would rip the nation’s 
economic fabric. 
Short 25 Billion 
Any hope that sizeable new fed­ 
eral deficits could be avoided by 
increased taxes appeared to be fa­ 
ding as members of the nexv Con­ 
gress sized up probable outlay and 
came to a tentative conclusion that 
the government will need some­ 
where in the region of $75,000,000,- 
000 in the coming fiscal year. That 
is $25,000,000,000 more than the 
record $50,000,000,000 collections 
of this year. 
The president gave his warning 
that “it is necessary to tax until it 
hurts” in a conciliatory letter to 
Senator Byrd (D-Va.), with whom 
Mr. Truman has often clashed. 
The senator made the letter public 
today.

“ In M ichigan during 1948 there 
were 1587 reported eases of syphi­ 
lis and gonorrhea among 10-19- 
yoar-olds," Paquin stated. "A sub­ 
stantial m ajority of these* reported 
cases is in the 15-19

group. If we apply this figure to 
the senior high school enrollment 
of approximately 260,000, it meal 
that six in 1,000 of our high school 
youth contract venereal diseases 
each year.”

rpHERE were 62 persons killed in traffic

accidents in the Upper Peninsula of 
Micshigan last year, the same number of 
traffic deaths as in the previous year. But 
Delta county, which led all counties in the 
traffic death list, reported 13 persons kill­ 
ed in road mishaps during the year, 
or 
21% of the total. 
Delta county’s black traffic record last 
year is cause for 
grim 
reflection. 
The 
county with the second highest number of 
traffic deaths is Marquette county with 
eight. 
Marquette 
county, however, can 
gain some satisfaction in the knowledge 
that l*s own death toll is decreasing—from 
13 in 1948 to IO in 1949 and finally to eight 
in 1950. 
Delta county jumped from six 
traffic deaths in 1949 to 13 in 1950. 
Traffic bxpcrts say that motor accidents 
and 
a high traffic toll are caused by a

Why is Delta county’s accident death toll

Perhaps the way to find out is to appoint 
a county-wide committee to make a com­ 
prehensive study of the problem and to 
seek causes. Such a committee should in­ 
clude not only law enforcement officers, 
but insurance people and representatives 
of the public. 
In 
1948 
Delta county tied with Mar­ 
quette county for the highest number of 
traffic deaths. That year as in 1950 Delta 
county reported 13 traffic accident deaths. 
Houghton county that year reported ll, 
but Houghton, like Marquette county, has 
produced much better records in each of 
the succeeding two years. Houghton re­ 
ported eight deaths in 1949 and only five 
in 1950. 
After the black record of 1948, Delta 
county showed considerable improvement 
The 
1 trend reversed itself in 1950, unfortunate­ 
ly, and Delta county finished that year 
with another toll of 13 deaths. So in a pe­ 
riod of three years 32 persons have died in 
Delta county highway mishaps. 
It is a 
shameful record, but it will be even more 
shameful if we shrug our shoulders and 
do nothing about it.

Eisenhower Faces 


Big Task In Europe 
TRETTER than almost any man alive. 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower has come 
to symbolize the hopes of free men. There 
will be supreme faith in him as he begins 
building a unified European defense force. J 
Accepting this crucial responsibility un­ 
doubtedly represents a real sacrifice for 
the general. 
But he was the unanimous choice of the . 
12 Atlantic pact countries and he has re­ 
sponded to the call of duty as ore would 
expect him to do. Said President Truman 
in announcing his selection: 
“His experi­ 
ence 
and 
talents 
make him 
uniquely I 
qualified.” 
Some military men believe Eisenhower 
will have more authority in his now post 
than he did as Allied commander in Eu- j 
rope during World War ll. 
He 
probably i 
will need it. for ho faces a task of extreme 
difficulty. 
In World War II. the general’s enemy 
was a1:* ady declared when he took over, j 
He knew what he was 
up 
against. 
He 
knew, too, that Germany was being engag­ 
ed heavily by Russia in the East, and that ! 
he wouldn't have to combat the Nazis’ full 
power. 
This time that same Russia is the poten­ 
tial, though not the declared enemy. But 
Soviet forces are not now actively engaged 
anywhere, nor is anyone likely to divert 
their attention seriously from the West. 
China, the only big nation at Russia’s back 
door, is a friend. 
Furthermore, the Soviet Union, though 
her soldiers ore doing no shooting, is wag­ 
ing a strange, unorthodox kind of warfare 
against the West. She prods her satellites 
and other friends 
to 
embroil 
western 
armies in combat that fritters away their 
strength. 
Meantime, she indulges in an 
endless campaign of harrassrncnt in the 
United Nations and on the political, diplo­ 
matic and psychological fronts generally. 
Only Moscow knows, of course, when 
this weird struggle may enter a decisive 
shooting phase. It is for that that Eisen­ 
hower must make his army ready. 
Under present plans he will command a 
force of 55 to 60 divisions, backed up by 
Atlantic 
and 
Mediterranean fleets and 
large air elements. 
But only a small part 
of the ground forces, estimated at one mil­ 
lion men, is now in being. The remainder 
will not be rcadv until late 1953, accord­ 
ing to existing schedules. 
One of the first things Eisenhower will 
need to determine is whether this force 
and the timetable for 
its 
establishment 
are adequate to meet the possible perils of 
the days ahead.

WASHINGTON — Democratic senators 
came out of their first secret caucus of 
the new congressional session determined 
to fight back against unfair, below-the- 
belt political campaigning such as the fake 
photo featuring a chummy conversation 
between Senator Tydings and Communist 
Earl Browder. 
Senatorial backs were stiffened by Clint 
Anderson of New Mexico, who urged them 
i to make a test issue of lire Maryland sen­ 
atorial campaign which defeated Tydings. 
While the same vicious type of campaign 
had been waged in other states, Anderson 
said, only in Maryland was there direct 
j evidence that Hie candidate himself, GO? 
John Butler, had participated, 
j 
“All the boys will be under this sort of 
attack if you don't do something about it,” 
warned the New Mexico senator. Showing 
the senators the phony, composite picture 
of Tydings and Browder, Anderson con­ 
tinued: 
• 
“Now I have seen a picture of a very 
wonderful member of tile United States 
Senate who had visited Bikini and had 
gone bathing in the surf, very scantily at­ 
tired. It would be a simple process to take 
his outstretched hand and place the hand 
of a lewd woman in his, against the back­ 
drop of a South Sea isle. That’s what this 
type of campaigning is coming to,” Ander­ 
son argued.”

Then

Texas and said: “You know, Senator Con­ 
nally, the campaign is already on down in 
Texas to prove you are a Communist cod­ 
dler, because you didn’t stand up against 
Dean Acheson.”

treason and had helped to leak atomic se­ 
crets to the Russians — both viciously un­ 
true. 
“I beat it boys, but maybe you can’t in 
1952,” McMahon warned. 
Iowa's Sen. Guy Gillette, 
chairman of 
the elections subcommittee, reported that 
his committee had just uncovered 
some 
last-minute information on 
Butler’s 
fi­ 
nances that “revealed a scandalous situa­ 
tion” in Maryland. Ile explained that the 
investigation wasn’t far enough along to 
bar Eutler from taking his seat, but that 
the Senate parliamentarian had advised 
the committee that Butler could be ousted 
later by a majority vote. 
Note — The tabloid featuring the fake 
Tydings-Browdcr photo was hold in a Bal­ 
timore print shop until Jean Kerry, secre­ 
tary to Senator McCarthy, brought $2,400 
in checks to the printer to pay for distri­ 
bution. Later Don Serine, McCarthy’s as­ 
sistant, took the Baltimore printer, William 
H. Fodder, for an all-night ride in an at­ 
tempt to make him surrender a letter from 
candidate Butler which appeared to be in 
violation of the corrupt practices. 


HIGH COST OF POLITICS 


In Pennsylvania, Senator Anderson also 
pointed out, an estimated $2,000,000 had 
been spent in the 
senatorial 
campaign. 
“However, the cost of living had gone up 
in politics,” he added, “and it wasn’t spent 
for slanderous literature.” Anderson also 
remarked that the “campaign in Utah was 
as vicious as the one against Tydings,” that

dence the successful candidate,

Bennett, had directed this campaign.

to newspaper comment that

PRONUNCIATION CLINIC 


Bay City: Will you please give us the 
pronunciation of tile various words ending 
in -ew, such as dew, few, pew, etc.? Grade 
7, Riegel School. 
A. Tlio -cw words may be divided into 
two groups: (I) those in which the “yoo” 
sound is always heard; (2) those in which 
the vowel sound is either “oo” as in food, 
or “yoo” os in feud. 
(1) These words always have the “yoo” 
sound: few, hew, pow, view, askew, re­ 
view, interview. 
(2) 
These words may be pronounced 
with “co” or “yoo”: dew, knew, new, stew, 
anew, mildew, renew. 
Now the group 2 words may cause con­ 
fusion, for the dictionaries seem to sanc­ 
tion the “yoo” sound only in the words, 
causing the reader to regard 
the 
“oo” 
sound as incorrect. 
For example, turn to tho word “dew” in 
Webster’s New International. Note that tile 
vowel sound is long “u” (yoo). Now note 
also that after the pronunciation the num­ 
ber 2 ’2 occurs. What docs 242 mean? Well, 
it is Hie dictionary’s cryptic way of telling 
you to look at paragraph 212 in the Pro­ 
nunciation Section in the forepart of the 
dictionary. 
We find paragraph 212 on page Iii, and 
one has to puzzle over an in rig istible mass 
of eye-punishing fine print in order to 
learn that the “oo” sound in daw (doc) “is 
in cultivated use very generally.” This is 
the case with all the group 2 words -ew 
words.

For the first time since the end 
of World W ar II, traffic on the 
Michigan State Ferries (division 
of the State Highway Department),

Interior finishes are mostly 
green and gray marble, blue-gray 
slate, limestone and granite.

Huesener Talks 


On Auto Engines 


Explains Operation 


At Rotary Meeting 
An auto ow ner has one of the 
most highly perfected 
pieces 
of I 
m achinery in existance in the en­ 
gine which reposes under the hood I 
of his car, but few persons realize 
this and less care, E. H. Hcuscner 
told fellow Rotarians in an illus­ 
trated lecture at the Yacht club 
Monday noon. 
Using colored charts the speak­ 
e r explained in simple, under­ 
standable language the operation 
of a four-cycle internal c mi a i­ 
tion 
engine 
which 
includes 
a 
dow nw ard piston stroke on which 
a m ixture of gasoline and air is 
taken into the cylinder, an upward 
stroke which compresses the m ix­ 
ture into a 
highly 
combustible 
vapor, ignition of the I u d at the 
top of 
the 
compression 
stroke 
which causes the dow nw ard pow­ 
er stroke and the exhaust or up­ 
w ard stroke which forces out the 
bu rn t or spent gases and then the 
cycle is repeated. 
Mr. H uesener said that the av­ 
erage auto motor will operate at 
about 3000 revolutions pc: m inute 
at 60 miles per hour which means 
that the piston must m ake 6.000 
strokes, changing 
direction 
each 
time. 
Ignition systems w ere explain­ 
ed and the speaker pointed out 
the thousands of times the points 
on a distributor must open 
and 
close or “break” in order to pro­ 
vide the spark to ienite fuel in 
the motor at tho proper time. 
Knocking or ‘pinging’ in engines 
is caused by fuels which burn t^o 
fast and tetra-ethyl is now added I 
to 
prem ium 
fuels 
to 
prodder 
slower or more progressive b u rn ­ 
ing and thus end the knocking. 
Getting a gasoline of high octane 
rating is of no increased value i 
for no auto motors today have suf­ 
ficiently high compression 
ratio 
to efficiently utilize the fuel, the 
speaker said. 
While we kick about the cost of 
gasoline most of the fuel m ixture 
comes free for the oxygen which 
mixes with the gasoline and sup­ 
ports combustion to provide the 
power stroke runs about 9,000 to 
I by weight in comparison with 
the gasoline used.
